Work Delayed Seven Year* 
Due to difficulties pertaining to 
right-of-way and other causes com- 
* pletlon of the half-mile stretch has 
been delayed for seven years since 
the building of the road In 1922. Two 
surveys have been made, and the 
land involved Is owned by Otto W. 
' Lehmann and Charles Thorne. Each 
survey Is slightly out of the present 
right-of-way and specifies an addi- 
tional lf» feet, which may be either lo 
the west or to the east of the pres- 
ent roud. 

Right-of-way Is Problem 
Mr. Lehmann. It Is said. Is willing 
to donate the little land required for 
the change in right-of-way. Mr. 
Thorn, however, hns a different prob- 
lem. as tho-movlng of the road west 
*ould take up valuable lake front- 
age, and the placing of the rlght-of- 
way oast of the present one wouiu 
involve the moving of at least two 
buildings. 

A I committee to work with the 
supervisor and county surveyor was 
appointed from the Antloch Business 
club and the Lake Villa and Fox 
Lake chambers of commerce Jo as- 
sist In reaching an amicable solution 
of the right-of-way problem so uic 
state highway department can pro- 
ceed with the work of grading the 
gap and constructing the viaduct 
over the Soo Line tracks. The slate 
highway department Is anxious to get 
the work under way, according to Q. 
N. Lamb, district engineer.

Lake Villa, and Newport, pre- 
sented perfect records.

Federal Regulation Make? 
State Law Invalid as to 
Opening Date ^ 

The open season for hunting wild 
ducks (except wood ducks and eider 
ducks), geese, brant, coots, and Wil- 
son snipe, or Jacksnlpe, in the State 
of Illinois Ib September 24 to Janu- 
ary 7. This statement is made by 
the Biological Survey ot the United 
States Department of- Agriculture, 
which has direct charge of the en- 
forcement of the migratory-bird 
treaty act and Its regulatlods, in 
which Federal open seasons on water- 
fowl and other game birds are defin- 
ed. 

The dates on the back of the cur- 
rent Illinois hunting license show the 
waterfowl season tor last year, which 
was changed by an amendment to the 
Federal regulations approved April 
23. 1929. The State law on waterfowl 
automatically conforms with this 
change in the Federal regulations, 
and the season as given is thus the 
same under both State and Federal 
laws. 

Tho Biological Survey states also 
that the Federal law will bo vigor- 
ously enforced and that persons ap- 
prehended hunting contrary to the 
regulations are liable to proBecutlou 
in Federal court and subject to fine 
or Imprisonment, or both. 
. n Is announced also that the close 
season on black-bellied and golden 
plovers and greater and lesser yel- 
lowlegs will continue throughout the 
Uulted States. 

On Illinois hunting licenses the 
opening date Is set at September 1G, 
but anyone found hunting before 
September 24 will bo prosecuted on 
a federal charge,, a bulletin sent out 
by the department states.

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'A nation-wide campaign to strength* 
en plana for preparedness agalnBt dis- 
aster and tor emergency relief has 
been launched by tho American lied 
Cross through Its Chapters. Tho pro- 
gram Is Intended to perfect dlaaBter 
preparedness committees In the ten 
thousand communities reached by Red 
Cross Chapters and their branches. 

When carried out. through commit* 
tees of men and women in the com- 
Bundles, It will Insure that should a 
disaster come, an organization for 
emergency relief. Including every 
-modern method science has perfected 
•—such as the radio, the airplane, the 
•motor car and watercrnft— can be 
mobilized to bring assistance, with 
the promptitude applied by the Red 
Cross In recent major disasters, such 
as the West indies hurricane and the 
Mississippi Valley Hood. 

These enlarged and strengthened 
plans for disaster relief are set forth 
In the revised Red CroBS manual, 
-When Disaster Strikes," which has 
been placed In the hands of every 
Red Cross chairman throughout the 
nation. The pluu to encourage adoption 
of these added disaster preparedness 
xnethodB wns begun at this time be- 
cause Red Cross records— covering 48 
/ears of dlsaHter relief— show that 
the period of the greatest number of 
disasters. large and small, ranges 
from the early Spring through tho 
early Fall. 

THe Record of 48 Years 
A historical summary of Red 
Cross disaster relief since 1882. shows 
that the society was active in giving re- 
lief In 938 domestic disasters and its 
expenditures In those relief operations 
•were $49,594,000. The three groups 
of calamities appearing most frequent- 
ly were: cyclones. tornadoeB, hurri- 
canes and other storms. 231: Ores, 
131; Hoods. 126. , 

During this period, tho Red Cros- 
elso has given assistance to m****"* 
peoples of other countries In 153 dis- 
asters. Total expenditures for relief 
at home and throughout the world, in 
48 years, amount to $77,354,000. 

In the four most recent major dia- 
esters, among the greatest which 
have ever visited the American con- 
tinent. Red Cross expenditures or re- 
ef totalled $29,188,908. Only In he 
event of large disasters such as the 
^orlda hurricane of 1926 the Mis- 
Sselppi Valley flood of 1927. he New 
England flood of the same Kali, and 
thu West Indies hurricane of ia-a, 
SoeiSed Cross seek contribut ons 
from the' general public for rellet 
wo*; and frequently those are not 
r«nle as In the four disasters listed, 
the Red Gross donated $1,338,201

FALL BEST TIME TO 
GLEAN HEN HOUSE 

Healthful Living Quarters 

Will Keep Flock Thrifty 

During Winter. 



Just before winter comes Is the. best 
time to give the hen house n good old- 
fashioned houseclennlng, says the Blue 
Vnlley Creamery institute. Pullets 
and hens that hare had the freedom 
of the farm nil summer and fall are 
generally healthy nnd full of vigor. 
One sure way to keep them thrifty Is 
to provide healthful living quarters 
for the long winter months ahead. A 
freshlv cleaned hen house that has 
been given a thorough whitewashing 
Is n tine start on the way to more 
eggs nnd greater profits from the con- 
lined poultry flock. 

The first step In this houseclennlng 
ls\thc removal of nil the nests, roosts, 
hoppers, drinking vessels nnd other 
equipment from the house. Each 



should he scrubbed thoroughly with 
hot water and washed with a disin- 
fectant. Sweep the house out thor- 
oughly •-Hie: celling nnd walls, as well 
as the floors. Scrape the floor clean. 
Remove nt least six Inches of nil dirt 
floors and replace with fresh clean 

dirt. 

Then before replacing the nests and 
other equipment, give the entire In- 
terior of the house h coat of white- 
wash. There are few materials more 
purifying than n good hot whitewash. 
An excellent practical whitewash thnt 
Is Inexpensive and will not rub off 
easily Is made as follows: Slake one 
half bushel of lime with boiling wa- 
ter, adding water slowly, stirring con- 
stantly until a thin paste results. If 
water Is ndded freely and the mass Is 
not properly stirred, the lime will be 
lumpy. Add a half peck of salt to the 
lime paste, stir thoroughly, add water 
to bring whitewash to proper con 
slstency. Throw n full handful of 
Portland cement in each pull of white- 
wash and .a tcaspoonful of ultra-ma- 
rine blue.; Just before the wash Is to 
he used and stir well, otherwise the 
whitewash will be streaked. The ce- 
ment makes whitewash stick to any 
surfucv, and the coloring counteracts 
the grayish color of cement.
